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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant asserts that prior art Bragg gratins are 
not segmented and do not have gaps. The examiner notes that the formation of Bragg gratings inherently requires formation of segments 
of high refractive index material in a waveguide next to segments of low refractive index material. This is inherently a "segmented" portion 
of a waveguide. Further, either the high or low index regions may be considered gaps between the other regions of the waveguide. 
Limitations of a segmented waveguide or gaps along a waveguide do not require areas of the waveguide that are empty of all material or 
air-filled..
